SAN DIEGO (AP) - "Re- 


member the Pueblo!" 


That's the battle cry of Mrs. 


Rose Buoher, wife of the skip- 
per of the captured U.S. intelli- 
gence vessel which has been in 
Communist North Korean hands 
for nearly six months. 


Mrs. Bucher believes that her 


husband, Cmdr. Lloyd Bucher, 
and the 81 other American 
crewmen will be freed but she 
vigorously protests the slow 
pace of diplomatic effort to win 
their release. 


"The 
Navy really doesn't 


have anything to do about it. 
The State Department is respon- 
sible. If our military leaders 
had been in control, we'd have 
the ship back. 


Mrs. Bucher, who has two 


teen-age sons, is critical of the 
Defense Department for refus- 
ing to give her a list of crew- 
men's families. But she has 
managed 
to 
contact 
about 


three-fourths of the families, 


"I feel an obligation as the 


commanding officer's wife to 
give words of encouragement, 
We give each other encourage- 
ment. It's our son, our husband 
or our loved one. 


"The Department of Defense 


said it was a matter of policy 
and would be Invading people's 
privacy, I'm sure some don't 
want their name and address 
released, But others say it's 
okay. I guess they thought I was 
a rabble-rouser 
who would de» 


scend on Washington. Have we 
become so inhuman that peo- 
ple's feelings and human lives 
mean nothing?" 


"The State Department has 


asked not only me but other 
families as well to 'minimize 
publicity.' The reason, they say, 
is we make noise and we make 
it more difficult on our husband 
or son, 


"If I believed that, I wouldn't 


do It. If they can show me proof, 
then I will shut up," 


Mrs. Bucher said she hates to 


see the Pueblo seizure become a 
political issue in the upcoming 
elections. 


"But there's no other way, 


The Democrats are so embar- 
rassed they're hanging their 
heads. Republicans are picking 
it up. 


"Those men on the ship are 


Republicans, 
Democrats, what 


have you. Many on the boat 
aren't even old enough to vote, 
Some are just 21 and could vote 
for the first time. Are they

hotels, 
manufacturing compa- 


nies acquired by gift or pur- 
chase— should be liable for in- 
como taxes as are the incomes 
of their competitors.

drifting in a rubber.dinghy after 
abandoning his yacht on the 
singlehanded 
trans - Atlantic 


race. 


As the search went on, bitter 


argument was revived among 
yachtsmen 
over 
multi-hulled 


craft, many saying they're un- 
safe. 


Jean De Kat, 27, messaged 


Tuesday that he was abandon- 
ing his 50-foot trimaran Yaksha 
In heavy seas about 600 miles 
west of Ireland. He reported his 
mast and rudder were broken 
and one of the yacht's three par- 
allel hulls was torn away. 


Weather ships, freighters, the 


25,000-ton liner Empress of Brit- 
ain and British Atlantic Patrol 
planes 
from orthern Ireland 


converged on the spot. The first 
report of wreckage came from 
the Dutton, a A.S. Navy ballistic 
missile support ship which has 
the latest search and naviga- 
tional aids. 


Search experts directing the 


Royal Air Force's Shackleton 
Patol planes rated De Kat's sur- 
vival chance as good provided 
visibility held and he had been 
able to get his dinghy's cover 
up. 


Yaksha is one of 13 multi- 


hulled craft - twin-hulled cata- 
marans and three-hulled trimar- 
ans — among the 35 original en- 
tries. 


Their great virtue is speed. 


Even In moderate breezes a 
multihull can reach up to 20 
knots because Instead of heeling 
it stays upright and the sails 
catch up In the wind. 


Put in heavy weather the risk 


of capsize is high and the strain 
on the bridge between the paral- 
lel hulls immense. 


Conventional yachts, though 


their speed seldom exceeds 10 
knots, are less prone to capsize, 
Even if they are knocked down 
by squalls their heavy ballast 
keels are usually enough to 
right them again. 


John Pymun, technical secre» 


tary of the Royal Yachting As» 
sociation, said: 


"The traditional yacht may 


break Us roast and rigging when 
it capsizes but it usually rights 
Itself and leaves its crew with 
some shelter and control,

The committee, meeting to- 


day on the bill, rejected it origi- 
nally 10-6 just a few hours be- 
fore the April 4 sniper-slaying of 
Dr. Martin Luther KingJr. 


Bst, against a backdrop of the 


Sen. Robert F. Kennedy assassi- 
nation and a mounting public 
din, a clear majority now favors 
the bill and its chances are rat- 
ed excellent—not only to reach 
the floor, but perhaps for quick 
passage, too.

The Minnesota senator jubi- 


lantly hailed the results of the 
state's primary as one of his 
greatest victories. 


Partial returns slowedr by 


hand-counting of paper ballots 
gave McCarthy 51 of the 123 
convention delegate slots at 
stake. Delegates who said they 
were remaining pledged to the 
ideals of the late Sen. Robert F, 
Kennedy won 20 while backers 
of Vice • President Hubert H. 
Humphrey had one. 


The voting trend indicated 


that McCarthy would maintain 
the wide lead in delegates. 


The surprise Senate victor 


was Paul O'Dwyer, a former 
city councilman and brother of 
normer mayor of New York 
City. He defeated Eugene H. 
Nickerson, Nassau County exec- 
utive who cam a into the race at 
the urging of Kennedy and Rep. 
Joseph Y. Resnick, of upstate 
Ellenville, a Johnson-Humphrey 
administration supporter. 


In a phone call to O'Dwyer 


headquarters here, McCarthy 
said, "It's going to be very diffi- 
cult for party leaders In New 
York to read the results and not 
tremble." 


An O'Dwyer spokesman said 


later 
that 
McCarthy would 


make an unscheduled campaign 
visit to New York City late tof 
day, presumably to;capitalize, 
on the psychblogicaLiift the vic- 
tory was iexpected to give his 
campaign for the Democratic 
presidential nomination. 


There was no immediate com- 


ment from the Humphrey camp. 
He had not mounted a major 
personal effort in the state. 


McCarthy delegates were en- 


tered in 37 of the state's 41 
congressional districts. Slates 
pledged to Humphrey ran in 25 
and delegates pledged to Kenne- 
dy in 30. 


While the Minnesota senator's 


feat impressed plitical observ- 
ers, O"Dwyer's triumph was 
even more startling. He was ex- 
pected to finish last in a three- 
way race but, running as a 
McCarthy adherent, managed to 
edge out the favored Nickerson. 


Nickerson conceded defeat at 


3:12 a.m., ae O'Dwyer led by 
18,500 votes. Resnick was run- 
ning third. 


With 12,306 of the state's 


13,408 districts c o u n t e d , 
O'Dwyer 
had 264,479 votes 


Nickerson 248,092 and Resnick 
214,270. 


On the Republican side, sup. 


porters of Richard M, Nixon put 
up challengers for only 11 of the 
82 delegate slots. The remaining 
71 went automatically to Gov. 
Nelson A. Rockefeller.

A lush, green lawn surround- 


ed by colorful flowers and ro- 
bust trees and shrubs attracts 
many admiring eyes — includ- 
ing those of marauding insect 
pests. 


The fresh, insect-free ap- 


pearance of the garden can be 
maintained 
throughout 
the 


growing season by following a 
few simple steps for proper 
spraying recommended by the 
garden experts at a leading 
chemical house: 


1. Read the entire label on 


the insecticide package before 
doing anything else! Note the 
mixing instructions and any 
precautionary information. 
Check this before every spray- 
ing. 


2. Use a clean sprayer. Never 


mix new spray chemicals with 
any "leftovers." 


3. Measure 
all chemicals 


carefully. 
Mix 
exactly 
the 


quantity called for in the in- 
structions. Tf directions 
say 


three tablespoonsful of Spec- 
tracide to a gallon of water, for 
instance, do not assume that 
seven or eight will give better 
control. It won't. The instruc- 
tions on the insecticide can are 
the result of thorough testing 
and they should be followed 
closely. Use a household meas- 
uring spoon for accuracy — 
but keep the spoon strictly for 
insecticides. Some insecticides 
ha%'e a measuring device built 
into the can. 


4. Never spray on a windy 


day. Any spray liquid that 
blows away is for one, wasted, 
and secondly could injure plants 
for which it is not intended. 
Early morning, when the air is 
calm, is a good time. 


5. Use a coarse, drenching 


spray on lawns — one that will 


penetrate into the soil where 
pests lurk unseen. 


6. Shrubs, flowers and vege- 


tables require a fine mist spray 
that coats all surfaces of the 
leaf evenly. Trees might de- 
mand a heavy stream to reach 
uppermost branches. Spray un- 
til there is a light drip from 
the leaves. This indicates good 
coverage. No dripping means 
poor coverage; heavy run-off 
means too heavy an application 
and waste. 


7. Sprays can be made to 


adhere to leaf surfaces better 
by adding a tablespoonful of 
laundry detergent to each gal- 
lon of mix. 


8. Be sure to spray the under 


sides of leaves as well as the 
tops. 


9. Immediately after use, 


clean your sprayer thoroughly 
with laundry detergent and 
water. 


10. As a general rule, plants 


should be sprayed at regular 
intervals of seven to ten days 
during the entire growing sea- 
son. In wet, rainy weather, the 
interval can be shortened to 
four or five days. Very often, 
the same insect control (Spec- 
tracide, by Geigy Chemical 
Corporation, is one example) 
can be used on lawns, flowers, 
vegetables, trees and shrubs.

At the first whiff of a sum- 


mer breeze, you're apt to get 
that lazy, lack-a-day feeling 
which lulls you into a put-it- 
ofF- till-tomorrow mood. If your 
outdoor furniture isn't ready 
and waiting, you'll have neith- 
er the wherewithall to relax in 
a sunny spot and enjoy your 
laziness, or the inclination to 
begin conditioning the furni- 
ture. 


So start now. Cot husband 


to round up the various pieces 
and station them in a conven- 
ient spot. Arm yourself with a 
bucket of hot water, a box of 
sal soda concentrated, .sponge 
and brush and proceed to give 
everything a good, thorough 
scrubbing, in deference to light 
summer clothes which soil so 
easily. 


Add a cup of the sal to the. 


hot water and use this solution 
on 
wood, aluminum , plastic 


and iron pieces. A sponge will 
do for those of modern design, 
but where there an: curls and 
cues, natural nesting spots for 
heavy deposits of dust, use a 
brush with long stiff bristles. 


Once pieces are cleaned and 


dry, 
they're ready for recon- 


ditioning. If paint has chipped 
in spots and the color is Un- 
conventional white or green, 
touch-ups are easy. If chipping 
is extensive, howi-ver, better 
repaint 
the 
whole 
surface. 


Smooth off iiist with a fine 
grade of sandpaper. Often a 
coat of clear varnish over the 
fresh coat of paint assures add- 
ed protection against the ele- 
ments. 


CURB YOUR URGE to scratch insect bites by applying a paste of baking soda, which 
you can make by mixing just enough water with dry soda to make it "spreadable." 


PROTECT, SOOTHE SUNBURN AREAS 


AND PESKY INSECT BITES 
You can forget about your 


worries when you take off on 
vacation, but don't forget your 
skin. It's apt to be subjected to 
all sorts of occupational out- 
door hazards . . . salted and 
dried by the ocean, fried to a 
crisp by the sun, bitten by in- 
sects and irritated by poison 
ivy and oak. Here are a few 
common sense precautions to 
take so that your skin can't lay 
you low or slow you down for 
even so much as a day. 


Rinse yourself off well in the 


shower after swimming in salt 
water. Use a protective lotion 
while sunning. 


If you're going picnicking, 


sunbathing 
or 
just 
sitting 


around outdoors, keep a small 
bottle of insect repellent tucked 
in your pocket or purse. When 
a low hum signals the approach 
of attackers, apply the repel- 


lent to all parts of you that are 
bare and biteable. 


As for poison ivy and oak, 


the U. S. Department of Ag- 
riculture reports that nearly 
two million cases a year are 
serious 
enough 
to 
require 


either medical attention, or at 
least one day of restricted ac- 
tivity or both. Your best course 
when outdoors is to give a wide 
berth to any plant with leaves 
growing in clusters of three, 
whether or not the plant is 
flush on the ground or climbing 
trees, fences, or light poles. 


In addition to taking pre- 


cautions, it's a good idea to 
have on hand the wherewithal 
for some first aid treatment. 
Ideal for this, since it has other 
vacation uses aside from set- 
tling your skin problems, is 
baking soda. Be sure to stow a 
box in your luggage.

Household Staple 


Barbecues, the elements, na- 


ture and wildlife all gang up on 
your outdoor furniture in sum- 
mer. It doesn't stand a chance 
to live up to the ripe old age of 
its indoor counterparts unless 
you take steps to protect it. 


First there are the disfigur- 


ing effects of barbecue spills. 
Let a sparerib or a piece of 
steak flip off a paper plate and 
onto the canvas seat of a chair 
and you're left with an ugly 
stain. Take remedial action . . . 
as soon as guests have left, 
however, and you can easily 
repair the damage. Simply rub 
a dampened brush over a piece 
of yellow soap, sprinkle with 
dry washing soda and brush 
this mixture vigorously over 
the entire stained area. Hose 
otf with water and the seat 
looks as good us new. 


While outdoor furniture is 


designed to withstand a cer- 
tain amount of stress from the 
elements, canvas will eventual- 
ly rot if rained on regularly, 
metal parts of furniture, un- 
less they're made of aluminum, 
will rust and wooden pieces 
will warp or rot. So do try to 
remember to keep them high 
and dry when not in use. And 
since strong 
sun 
will 
fade 


paint and fabric keep them 
high and dry in the shade. 


But please not under a tree. 


Here's where they're at the 
mercy of birds and tree sap. 
Where birds leave their mark, 
paint will peel in time and can- 
vas fibers deteriorate. A mild

sponged over the area erases 
the evidence and prevents per-

damage.

itch or if you've come down 
with a bad fresh burn, add a 
cupful of baking soda to the 
tubful of tepid water. Sub- 
merge and soak until itch or 
burn subsides. Soda's mild al- 
kaline properties cleanse as 
well as sooth, so refrain from 
using the washcloth. Rubbing 
will irritate your skin. Remem- 
ber too, to just pat yourself 
dry when you emerge.

the American Association of 
Nurserymen suggest that the 
entire plot be sketched on a 
piece of graph paper. By using 
the squares to represent a unit 
of measure — such as a foot 
— the exact location and size 
of the house, drives, walks and 
boundary lines can be filled in. 


The next step is to place on 


your graph paper the location 
of any existing trees or shrubs, 
even if you fee! they should be 
removed from the final design 
— your nurseryman may have 
other ideas. If the names of the 
plants 
are 
unknown, bring 


along a twig, small branch or 
some leaves and he will be able 
to identify it. 


Some snapshots of the house 


and lot — close up and from a 
distance — will also be helpful 
to the AAN nurseryman as a 
guide to designing the area and 
selecting plants. The photo- 
graphs may not be too beauti- 
ful, but think of the fun it will 
be comparing these "before" 
pictures with those you take of 
the landscape fully planted.

intervals. Since it comes in 
handy tubes as well as the 
familiar medicine chest jars, 
you can easily tuck it in your 
beachbag. 


Incidentally, husbands and 


children appreciate the wind- 
burn protection of petroleum 
jelly, too. Their hands, cheeks 
and chins need a light, com- 
fortable coat of the emollient. 


You may have been one of 


the careful gardeners who did 
a thorough job of "laying up" 
your equipment. Then you're 
all ready to go. 


Sunglasses 
As "Unfair"? 


If fish could talk, they prob-

Usually fish can count on the 


blinding sheen of sun-on-wat- 
er to hide them from a fisher- 
man's view.

sunglasses called "Sportsmas- 
tcr", fishermen are able to see 
right through the glare barrier

2. Check your Locale 
Where are you? The sun's rays are strong 
er near water than in grassy areas; far 
more intense at high altitudes; much 
stronger in the South than in the North. 


3. Check the Tine of Day 
AID you an early bird? Before 9 A.M. 
there's practically no tanning action. The 
sun's intensity builds up rapidly between 
9 and 11 A.M. Watch yourself from 11 to 
1 P.M., the time of the sun's greatest 
intensity. Between 1 and 3 P.M. there'll 
be intensive sunray action; after 3, prar, 
tically no tanning action. 


4. Check the Weather 
Is it a clear day? You'll get the best tan. 
Be careful on a Iwy day; moisture re 
fleets the sun's rays so avoid over expos 
ure. Foggy or cloudy weather means little 
chance of getting a tan.

Modern developments in infant 
care have led to many dispos- 
able items that cut down con- 
siderably on suitcase space. 
Rental baby furniture, throw- 
away diapers and ready to use 
baby formula in disposable bot- 
tles have all come to the aid of 
a traveling mother. 


Any trip with a baby re- 


quires a certain amount of par- 
aphernalia, but with a little 
planning you can keep it down 
to a minimum, and make the 
trip much easier for you. Be- 
fore you 
tips: 


• If you plan to visit your 


folks or any relatives who 
might not have a high chair or 
a crib, ask them to call a rental 
agency and reserve the equip- 
ment long before you plan to 
arrive. If the town you plan to 
visit doesn't 
have

agency, perhaps a 
neighbor 


would be willing to lend the 
equipment. A collapsible crib 
designed for traveling takes up 
almost an entire car trunk. 


• Forget about doing diapers 


for the duration of your visit.

enough to get you where you're 
going. You'll be able to buy 
these ami any of baby's other 
supplies wherever you go. 


• Make baby feeding safer 


and easier by using Enfamil 
Nursette, the prepared, pre- 
sterilized formula in a pro- 
filled disposable glass nursing 
bottle.

in your pocket or purse. When 
a low hum signals the approach 
of attackers, apply the repel- 
lent to all parts of you that are 
bare and biteable. 


As for poison ivy and oak, 


the U. S. Department of Ag- 
riculture reports that nearly 
two million cases a year are 
serious 
enough 
to 
require 


either medical attention, or at 
least one day of restricted ac- 
tivity or both. Your best course 
when outdoors is to give a wide 
berth to any plant with leaves 
growing in clusters of three, 
whether or not the plant is 
flush on the ground or climbing 
trees, fences, or light poles. 


In addition to taking pre- 


cautions, it's a good idea to 
have on hand the wherewithal 
for some first aid treatment.

You do not 
need a wet suit. However, 
some like to wear a short- 
sleeve wet suit jacket"? 


It only comes clear when 


you know it's the ninth an- 
nual convention of the Under- 
water 
Society of America, 


those who are plunging deep- 
est into the skin-diving hobby. 


The town of St. Thomas, 


Virgin Islands, will be awash 
with underwater people, their 
wives and children, the week 
of J u n e 23-28. The sand 
beaches will be full of them, 
as will the offshore sea itself 
from surface to dozens of feet 
underneath. 


Then, the following week, 


the tide will flow to the Island 
of St. Croix nearby for a div- 
ing derby. 


There's a good deal of com- 


petition for the title of "fast- 
est growing sport" among 
various clans of fun hunters 
in our land. Bill Slosky, in his 
handsome new book, "Guide 
to the Underwater," claims it 
for skin-diving. 


Two branches of these ex- 


plorers of the deep will be 
represented in St. Thomas. 


By far the most numerous 


will be the snorkelers. 


The snorkel, simply, is a 


plastic tube held in the mouth 
which makes it possible to 
breathe, literally, behind the 
head. Tube sticking out of the 
water, it allows the swimmer 
to keep his face, with nose 
and eyes protected by a mask, 
constantly in the water, look- 
ing down. 


S w i m m i n g in pairs for 


s a f e t y and always having 
nearby a paddleboard, surf- 
mat or small boat—also for 
s a f e t y—the adventurers can 
sight-see, hunt fish and treas- 
ure or participate in a chal- 
lenging type of submerged 
photography. 


They are not bound to the 


surface. By filling the lungs 
and diving under, they de- 
scend to the bottom for as 
long as they can hold their 
breath, a minute or so. 


Shallow coral reefs such as 


found off the Virgin Islands 
are dream scenes for snorkel- 
ers Fish species are many. 
Colors are 
brilliant in the 


clear water. 


More expensive, due to the 


equipment n e e d e d , is the 
other branch of diving called 
scuba from the first letters 
of "self-contained underwater 
b r e a t h i n g apparatus." Air 
tanks carried on the back al- 
low free breathing and access 
to greater depths. 


Snorkeling isn't difficult 


and s a f e t y rules can be 
learned from any book on the 
subject in the library. Scuba 
requires a course of training. 


Those present at the con- 


vention will spend a minimum 
of time on little gold chairs in 
hotel meeting rooms. They 
will be there to dive. The pro- 
gram vyiJl be over by noon 
each day and some parts of it 
--good idea—wiil be repeated 
in the evening for those who 
were down with the iishes 
early that morning.
